THE SHEPHERDESS 
OF SOULS 

St. Mary Euphrasia Pelletier, 
foundress of the Good Shepherd 
Sisters, was a pioneer in the peda¬ 
gogy of moral re-education. She 
anticipated by a century the most 
enlightened thought and practice 
of contemporary social scientists. 
Her success was not however, 
due to the book-learned psychol¬ 
ogy, but to the insights of sanc¬ 
tity; above all to her boundless 
charity, her unwearied love for 
her “children.” Hers were “rea¬ 
sons of the heart,” a heart on fire 
with love kindled from the Sa¬ 
cred Heart of Christ. But no 
psychologist or re-education ex¬ 
pert has ever had the success or 
achieved the results of Saint 
Mary Euphrasia. Her methods 
and her principles are as valid 
and efficacious today as they 
were a century ago. Nearly ten 
thousand Sisters of the Good 


Shepherd in nearly five hundred 
convents, responsible for nearly 
fifty thousand girls, are today 
proving the effectiveness of her 
teaching. 

St. Mary Euphrasia’s sanctity 
is one that appeals because it is 
imitable and because her person¬ 
ality was so attractively human, 
so humble, so lovable. She is a 
saint whom we can understand 
and love; who, we feel, would 
understand and love ourselves; a 
saint for our times, a saint for 
contemporary needs. Her spiri¬ 
tual teaching is full of awareness 
of our weakness, full for under¬ 
standing of and patience with hu¬ 
man failings. To be holy, she said, 
is not to be free from failings, but 
to struggle bravely and persis¬ 
tently against them. 

The feast day of this great 
saint is celebrated on April 24. 
The last convent founded by St. 
Mary Euphrasia was here in 
Brooklyn in 1868.
